CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE, 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in his charge to the 
jury, said that the case was peculiar, in that 
in almost every essential aspect of it, it de- 
pended upon circumstantial evidence. The 
circumstantial evidence in this case was of 
two classes : There was what might be called 
evidence of external facts, from which they 
were to draw inferences, such as the finding 
and position of the body; the finding of the 
cartridges, the footprints, and subsequently 
the guns and other articles. And there was 
evidence of internal matters, which concerned 
the state of mind of the accused men in con- 
nection with what was alleged to be the 
underlying motive in the case. 

The Judge then went through the evidence, 
and, in conclusion, said that it was open to 
the jury to convict one or both prisoners, or 
to acquit one ór both of them, The jury 
should also give the prisoners the benefit of 
any reasonable doubt. 

The jury retired at 8 p.m. Returning to 
Court at 9.40 the foreman asked the judge if

CONNAUGHT. 

No Funds.—The Secretary (Mr. J. J.

Robbed a Street Singer.—At the County 
Antrim Assizes, held in Belfast, Harry Stewart 
and Archibald Farrell, of Ballymena, were 
indicted on the charge of robbing John 
McIntvre, an itinerant street singer, of Porta- 
down, at Ballymena on July 10th last. Both 
prisoners pleaded not guilty. It was alleged 
that Stewart, after getting 5s. from McIntyre, 
proceeded to put the latter against the wall 
and to rob him. In all he took £3 2s. 6d. 
Farrell was present at the time. Subsequently 
portion of the paper money belonging to 
McIntyre was traced to the possession of 
Stewart. Farrell was acquitted, and Stewart 
was found. guilty and sentenced to nine 
calendar months, with hard labour. 

A Timely Rescue.—Mr. Robert J. Cotton, 
Town Councillor, Chairman of the White- 
head Development and Recreation Associa- 
tion, bv the aid of his motor launch rescued 
an English visitor and a Belfast girl in Bel- 
fast Lough on last Wednesday evening.

Sir,—The British Government have now 
conceded the amply proved fact that it was 
Sir Hugh Lane's intention to restore his 
pictures to Dublin.

JI was present on that 
occasion, and would inform your readers that 
the wing has been provided not specifically to 
house the thirty-nine Lane pictures—now, I 
hope, only temporarily held there—but as a 
modern art gallery for London, heretofore 
without one; and in it are a number of J. 8. 
Sargent’s works. On that date the Commis- 
sion’s report had not been published, and any 
reference to the subject by His Majesty would

It is perfectly true that this has happened, 
North, South, East and West; for I have 
asked people all over Ireland about it. I 
submit, however, that it is the terrible weather 
of the last three years which has been re- 
sponsible for this state of things. 

I know that in my own case there are 
rushes growing in fields where no one ever 
saw them before—even on perfectly dry slopes, 


| where one would have supposed they could 


not have grown; but there they are, and, as 
everyone knows, once rushes have acquired a 
footing it is exceedingly hard to get rid of 
them. I am afraid Irish farmers are to blame 
for many things, but I honestly think that the 
great increase of rushes is not their fault.—

THE ART OF WRITING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TH! IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—It is well that it is known how great 
writers did their work. In the preface to 
the first edition of Shakespeare the editors 
say of him: ‘‘His mind and hand went 
together; and what he thought he uttered 
with that easiness. that we have acarce 
received from him a blot in his papers.” 
In the ‘‘Journal to Stella’? we see what 
Swift's daily life in London was while his 
pen was a power in the State. Boswellians 
know how Dr. Johnson worked. While Burns 
was struggling with hopelessly bad land and 
afterwards riding two hundred miles a week 
as a gauger, his matchless songs coming to 
him at the plough or in the saddie, there 
is hardly an erasure or a blot in his common- 
place book and his manuscripts. Lockhart 
tells of three young men that were joyously 
dining together in Edinburgh in a room that 
commanded the back windows of a range of 
houses. One of them grew silent and the 
others asked the reason of it. He said 
that he had been watching a hand inside one 
of the windows; that it wrote without a 
pause; as each sheet was filled it was tossed 
aside and a fresh sheet was taken, and on 
sped the pen again. it was the hand of 
Walter Scott. 

Cobbett’s great rule was: “ Never think of 
mending what you write: let it go: no 
patching. As your pen moves, bear con- 
stantly in mind that it is making strokes 
which are to remain for ever.” Cobbett’s 
first book was a copy of ‘“‘Ihe Tale of a 
Tub' which he bought for threepence— 
hence his style that Mr. Hilaire Belloc yearns 
for. Macaulay sometimes rewrote a sentence 
of his “ History ” two or three times—not 
to polish it, but to make the meaning 
limpidly clear. In ‘‘Guesses at Truth”’ 
Augustus J. and Julius C. Hare say of 
Luther, ' whom one can hardly conceive re- 
calling and correcting a word, any more than 
one can conceive the sun _ recalling and 
correcting one of its rays, or the sea one of 
its waves.” Also they say that ‘‘ sensible, 
educated women have a simple grace of stvle 
rarely attainable by men,” and that ‘“‘ sim- 
plicity is the soldierly style. The most manly 
of. men coincide in this point with the most 
womanly of women. The latter think of the 
feelings that they are to express; the former, 
of the thoughts and purposes and actions; 
neither, of the words.” Surely this is trite :— 
“But of the wonderful excellence of his 
plays we have no reason for believing that 
Shakespeare was at all aware. . Even 
the single plays printed during his life seem 
to have been intended for playgoers, rather 
than to gain fame for their author.’’—Yours, 
etc., es Re:

One is told that the Irish eat little fruit. 
Are the high prices the cause or the effect

BELFAST CIVIC 
AFFAIRS. 


PROPOSED APPOINTMENT 
OF COMMISSIONERS. 


THE CORPORATION'S 
DECISION.

The Belfast Corporation sat for over 
three hours yesterday discussing whether 
it should invite the Northern Government 
to appoint commissioners to administer the 
affairs of the city. 

The proposal arose out of the recent in- 
vestigations into the housing scandals. A 
special committee which considered the 
report of the Home Office Commissioner 
who conducted the housing inquiry 
stated—‘‘ As a result of our investiga- 
tions we are convinced that the most 
efiective manner in which to obtain 
efficient administration would be by the 
appointment of capable commissioners for 
a period of at least three years." 

After the Lord Mayor and other mem- 
bers had urged that the Corporation should 
reform itself from within the proposal to 
have commissioners appointed was rejected 
by 34 votes to 14. 

THE RESOLUTION. 

Councillor Hall-Thompson moved :—‘' That 
the Council receive and consider’ the 
addendum of the third interim report of the 
Special Committee appointed by the Council 
on 8th April, 1926.’’ 

He said that, in his opinion, the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners was the only effective 
way of bas their house in order. It had 
been suggested that the prestige of the city 
would be affected. 
close investigation, was that in the long run 
the prestige of the city would be increased, 
and that they would be the envy of other 
cities on the other side of the water. It had 
been suggested that the gasworks and the 
electricity undertakings were proof that the 
Corporation, as at present constituted, could 
successfully carry on undertakings in a satis- 
factory manner. (Hear, hear.) Those two 
departments were virtually run by Commis- 
sioners: the managers did the work, and the 
Committees merely met to ratify their re- 
ports. ' 

He was quite satisfied that the various 
committees, as at present constituted and in 
their manner of working, could not do the 
complicated, intricate, anc onerous work 
which had to be carried out by the Cor- 
poration, He believed that if they attempted 
to alter the present methods they would 
only be dealing with the thing in a piece- 
meal manner. It was better to start with a 
clean sheet, which they could do if they had 
Commissioners for an interim period of three 
years. sai 

He knew that there was strong opposition 
to this proposal, but they would find that, in 
the majority of cases, that opposition would 
come from vested interests, because the pre- 
sent system was a very suitable one for those 
who had axes to grind. 

SYSTEM BLAMED. 

Councillor McClure, who seconded the 
motion, said that the reasons which prompted 
the majority of the Special Committee to 
bring forward their recommendation were the 
scandalous state of affairs brought to lighi 
during the investigation into the Housing 


- Department, when it was established that 


there was a grave dereliction of duty not 
only on the part of officials but on the 
part of corporators; when it was established 
to the satisfaction of everyone who read the 
report that there had been bribery and 
corruption and conspiracy to defraud going 
on in that department and that very few 
members of the Committee had really taken 
any intelligent interest in the details of the 
departmental administration. 

hey held that this was not, as had been 
argued, an isolated case due to the circum- 
stances arising out of the establishment of 
the Housing Department. It was due to 
ua; system of attempting to handI> affairs 
of the magnitude that were dealt with 
by a series of committees constituted as at 
present. He held that even if they had com- 
mittees composed of fifteen men of integrity, 
intelligence, ability, and business experience, 
and whose sole desire was to devote these 
qualities to the service of the Corporation. 
it would be well nigh impossible under the 
system to devote the necessary time to ad- 
minister affairs of the magnitude dealt with. 

Unfortunately for the Capertee. and un- 
fortunately for the ratepayers, the com- 
mittees were not so constituted. 

It might be argued that they had not the 
personnel to so compose them, and that would 
be largely true, but this consideration apart, 
the system of appointing committees was a 
haphazard one, and individuals were ap- 
pointed to certain departmente—a banker, for 
instance, to the Markets Committee—of which 
they had no previous experience. 

LACK OF BUSINESS INSTINCTS. 

Was it to be supposed that suth waste of 
time would ever lead the type of man to 
come there that the public desired? It was 
an absurd proposition. Further, it could not 
be denied that a large proportion of the people 
sent to the Corporation were absolutely de- 
void of business instincts. From experience 
in committees he knew it was quite difficuil 
to get quorums except there were contracts 
to be determined or appointments to be made. 
He repeated that the judgment of a large 
proportion of the members of the Council in 
business matters was not worth anything to 
anybody of intelligence. 

Dealing with the Tramways Department, 
Councillor McClure said that it was a mono- 
poly, and it was not difficult to show profits— 
especially on paper—in a monopoly. The 
capital outlay had been 24 millions, but he 
had the gravest reason to believe that there 
was at least as much,.if not more. corrup- 
tion and iniquity in regard to a number of 
contracts relating to that capital outlay than 
occurrec: and were brought to light in con- 
nection with the Housing Department. That 
was a serious state of affairs, and again he 
blamed the system. 

He suggested that, with proper organisa- 
tion, the expenditure of the Impruvement 
Committee might be cut down by half. There 
was £85,000 for carting alone. 

THE AMENDMENT. 

Alderman Duff mcved the following amend- 
ment :—‘‘ That the Council do hereby adopt 
the terms of the addendum, and instruct fhat 
immediate steps be taken to carry those sug- 
gestions into effect.” 

He suggested that if every counciller told 
the truth to his constituents he would 
acknowledge that the work of the Committees 
was ineffective, and that in many cases it 
was a danger to the Corporation under- 
takings. As he had previously stated, the 
question was more than a local one. It was 
disturbing the progressive mind of practically 
every municipality in Great Britain, and 
all the talk about loss of prestige if Belfast 
followed Dublin was so much piffle and 
persiflage, because it did not touch the root 
of the question. 

What was the root of the question? It 
was the increasing complexity of municipal 
administration. 

Councillor Sweeney seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Councillor Henderson opposed the amend- 
ment. He disclaimed any personal associa- 
tion with any Corporation scandal. There 
was a scandal, but it could not be laid at the 
doors of the Independent Unionists. Let the 
members resign as a whole, and see if the 
people would return them again, rather than 
talk about Commissioners. 

Councillor Kilpatrick declared that honest 
citizens were crying out for a change. He 
attacked the holding of meetings by a certain 
political party before the business of their 
Council meetings began. 

Several members supported and others op- 
posed the amendment, and the Lord Mayor 
urged the Corporation members to dischargo 
their duties and bring about reforms from 
within. 

On a division, the amendment was lost, 14 
voting for and 34 against.

A TIPPERARY CLAIM 
FOR £20,000.

In the King’s Bench Division, London, 
yeste~day, Mr. Justice Salter had before him 
a petition of right concerning damage done 
to the Irish House, 'ipperary, during the 
Irish Rebellion of 1920. The petition is 
brought by Messrs. Robert Newell, Henry 
Alexander Newell, Frederick Arthur Spailing 
and John Joseph Mackenzie, who were re- 
scribed as Irish loyalists, 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., represented the 
suppliants, and Sir Douglas Hogg, K.C., the 
Attorney-General, appeared for the Crown. 

Sir Patrick, in presenting the epee said 
that prior to December, 1 the applicants 
made an annual profit of £8,000 out of their 
drapery and tailoring business, known as the 
Irish House. Their manager, Mr. Duffy, was 
suspected of fomenting trouble, and, on the 
night of November 15th, the Black and Tans 
started a fire at the Irish House, causing 
damage estimated at £1,479. On the evening 
of December lst, while the premises were 
in possession of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
petrol was sprinkled on the floors, and the 
building was burned to the ground. Shortly 
afterwards Duffy and another man were 
found shot in a field outside Tipperary. . 

The petitioners. went on to state that the 
Tipperary County Court estimated the 
damage at £62,230, which, together with in- 
interest and profits for three and a half years, 
totalled £102,628. The Compensation Com- 
mission subsequently reduced this amount to 
£43,244. The proceedings at which this was 
done, stated the petition, was unreasonable 
and a traversty of justice. The suppliants 
received advances from the companies who 
had insured the premises of £20,000. For 
amounts much less than the advances the 
Crown purchased from the insurance offices 
the benefit to accrue to them for recovery by 
the applicants if compensation was above 
£49, This sum was the actual loss agreed 
by the insurers, less the sum of £20,000. The 
Crown received from the Free State Govern- 
ment £20,000, and for this amount the sup- 
pliants sued, 

The hearing was adjourned until Monday. 


PROPOSED FACTORIES 
FOR CLONMEL, 


DEPUTATION TO WAIT 
MINISTRY. 

The Mayor of Clonmel (Mr. James Reidy) 
presided on Thursday evening at a meeting 
ot the Industrial Development Association. 

Mr, Berkery, Town Clerk, as honorary 
secretary, read a letter from the Depart- 
ment.of Industry and Commerce in reply to 
requests for information on certain points. 
It stated that the Department could not give 
an idea of the amount of capital that would 
be required to start factories for the manu- 
facture of boots, hosiery, or confectionery 
without an indication of the scale on whicl. 
it was proposed to start such industries. The 
opening of such factories would involve con- 
siderable capital expenditure, and the creation 
of an industry in which less initial expendi- 
ture would be required might be more suit- 
able to Clonmel. Such an industry would be 
the manufacture of ready-made clothing, on 
which there was a protective tariff of 15 per 
cent., ad valorem, The letter concluded by 
suggesting a conference at the Department's 
dffices in Dublin. 

In the course of discussion, Mr. W. J. 
Mulcahy said that if the tariff were increased 
from 15 to 25 per cent. the success of such 
an enterprise would be assured, and he and 
others would be willing to invest money to 
start a factory. The district was famous fot 
its wool, but large quantities of it went tu 
feed cross-Channel mills.

FLOODING OF COUNTY 
LONGFORD LANDS. 
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ENGINEERS’ REPORT IN ACTION 
FOR DAMAGES. 

Judge Roche, at Longford, heard an action 
by Mrs. McDermott against Edward Connor 
and Matthew Connor for £300 damages for 
the flooding of several acres of her lands by 
reason of the defendants’ action in stopping 
a bridge at Newtowncashel which diverted the 
water. The damage extended over five years. 
A sifnilar action was brought by Edward 
Flanagan, of the same district, for £50 
damages against three men—Edward Connor, 
William Kearney and J. Kenny. 

Judge Roche had adjourned the case for 
the engineers employed by the parties to 
visit it, and make a joint report after their 
inspection. 

Mr. Higgins, Mr. McNally; and Mr. Rhati- 
gan, the engineers, reported that nothing 
could be done except at enormous expense, or 
througii an extraordinary engineering feat, 
to remedy the plight of the farmers living at 
the Turlough. 

Judge Roche, who had visited the place, 
agreed. He had requested the defendants to 
remove the obstructions which had caused 
the damage to Flanagan's and McDermott’s 
lands, and that had been done. He would 
take it into consideration in giving a nominal 
decree against the men, who were poor men, 
and would be wrecked by heavy damages, 
or damages to the extent of the harm that 
had been done to the plaintiffs. He gave a 
decree in each case for £1, and the engineers’ 
expenses—£7 7s. in each case—were ordered 
to be paid by the defendants.

INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 
AT AMSTERDAM. 

Ireland is sending several representatives to 
Amsterdam on the 27th July when the Inter- 
national Federation of University Women holds 
its fourth Biennial Conference. The delegates 
will include Dr. Gardner, of Belfast, Miss 
Burgess (T.C.D.), Miss Godfrey (T,.C.D.), 
and Miss Rita Oldham, a Graduate of the 
National University. Miss Oldham is to 
read one of the most important papers, on 
‘* Problems of International Interchange of 
Teaching Staffs.’’ Altogether, thirteen of the 
delegates from the British Isles are holdérs 
of Irish degrees. 

The International Federation is a growing 
body. Twenty-seven nations and some 30,000 
women University Graduates are to be repre- 
sented at Amsterdam. ‘The chief aim of the 
Federation is to promote intercourse and 
friendly relations between the countries of the 
world. 

Much of the time of the Amsterdam Con- 
ference is to be devoted to the cultivation of 
individual friendships, and the Dutch Federa- 
tion of University Women, the hostess Fede- 
ration, has arranged a number of social 
gatherings, which, it is hoped, will help on 
this cause of friéndship. 

Professor Spurgeon is to report on the 
work of her International Committee, which 
during the past two years has been studying 
the problem of business careers for University 
women—a subject upon which she and Lady 
Rhondda, another British delegate, are most 
enthusiastic. Madame Suzanne Grinberg, the 
champion of feminism in France, and a well- 
known member of the French Bar, is to give 
an address on the legal position of married 
women engaged in the profession. Mrs. 
Frank Gilbreth, an American delegate, is a 
well-known consulting engineer. She is to 
read a paper ‘on “The Reconciliation of 
Marriage and a Profession.” Professor 
Zimmern_ is to speak to the Conference on 
tha work of the Institute of Intellectual Co- 
operation at Paris, an institution set up by 
the French Government last year, with which 
the International Federation is much in 
sympathy.

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PENSIONS FOR MOTHERS. 


— @——— 
THE EXAMPLE OF AUSTRALIA. 


At a meeting of the Irish Mothers’ Pen- 
sions Society, held yesterday afternoon in 
Dublin, to discuss the promotion of State 
pensions for neécessitous mothers of orphan 
or other dependent children, addresses were 
given by Miss Limbrick (Australia) and Dr. 
A. Augspurg (Germany). ' 

Sir Joseph Glynn, who presided, said that 
it was not right that mothers of orphans 
should be dependent on charity or the poor 
laws, The present system in this country 
was chaotic; the widow had no right, as 
things were at present, to get any provision 
whatsoever from the State. There was no 
statutory arrangement to compel the poor law 
authorities to give help; it depended on the 
good will of the various boards who adminis- 
ter help, and the amount of help given was 
by no means adequate for the maintenance of 
a widow and her children. The object of the 
Mothers’ Pensions Society was to take the 
matter out of the poor law authorities’ hands 
altogether, and make it a State charge, pro- 
viding for the mothers on an adequate scale 
until the children are self-supporting, and 
ensuring that a woman can look after her own 
children, and not have to seek a precarivus 
livelihood as a charwoman. 

Mr. J. P. Dunne, Hon. Secretary, said that 
the Society was the outcome of a visit paid 
to Ireland in 1917 by Judge Henry Neil, of 
Chicago, a pioneer of the mothers’ pensions 
movement. Since then many boards, councils 
and corporations from all over Ireland had 
passed resolutions in favour of the establish- 
ment of the system. In Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland there is now in existence 
such a scheme of insurance, and although we 
may claim here to be the pioneers of the 
movement for this part of the world, vet this 
gh” of Ireland remained the Cinderella. 

n spite of the fact that there had been nume- 
rous meetings in favour of the scheme, and 
resolutions forwarded from public bodies, the 
Government, had, up to the present, taken no 
steps to deal with the guestion. 

WHAT AUSTRALIA DOES. 

Miss Limbrick gave an account of the con- 
ditions in this respect in Australia. There 
was a general system, by which many men 
and women get up to as much as £1 a week 
if they are in difficulties. If a woman’s hus- 
band dies or becomes an invalid the mother 
or widow will receive five or six shillings a 
week for each child. In addition to State 
aid there is a great deal done through other 
sources ; the churches do a great deal towards 
supporting children whose parents are dead. 
There are in Australia many homes for orphan 
children over which the State has supervision, 
and contributes a certain amount, but they 
are largely supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. ; 

Miss Harrison said that we would be stop- 
ping a great expense to the ratepayers if the 
children were given the chance of a healthy 
start in life. Half the unemployed are un- 
employed because they had not had enough 
good nourishment and proper housing in 
their childhood. The country would always 
have numbers of children in an unfit state 
when they had to pass through periods of 
starvation, such as they®were enduring now.

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BORDER COCKFIGHTERS. 
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“ MAINS ” FOUGHT UNDER 
EYES OF POLICE. 

There have been many amusing situations 
recently arising out of cockfights near the 
border, but none more so than the latest 
“ battles "’ fought a few miles from Belturbet, 
on the Free State side of Lower Lough Erne. 

The Royal Ulster Constabulary were in- 
terested spectators all day from a distance, 
but were unable to interfere. 

The cockfighting begafl early on the 13th 
inst. and continued, it is stated, throughout a 
good part of the day. 4 

The spot at which the ‘‘mains” were 
fought was in the Free State, in a field not 
easily accessible and jutting out into Lower 
Lough Erne. About 100 yards across was 
Northern territory. There were the Ulster 
police, but they could do nothing only look on 
while the cockfighters calmly proceeded with 
their battles. Many heavy bets were made, 
and large sums of money changed hands. 

The Ulster police had a motor-boat in 
readiness for contingencies and to prevent any 
landing in Northern territory. A lot of 
hawkers were present selling wares at the 
cockfight.

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LITTLE BROTHERS 
DROWNED. 
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SAD STORY AT INQUEST. 


The West Dorset Coroner yesterday held 
an inquest on the bodies of two brothers— 
Thomas Travers (aged 11) and Roimuld 
Travers (aged 9)—the only children of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Travers, of Beaminster, 
who were drowned while paddling only a 
short distance from théir home. A verdict of 
accidental death was returned. 

Several young boys, who were with the 
victims at thé time, were called as witnesses, 
but their evidence was conflicting. The sad 
affair took place at a weir about half-a-mile 
from the town. The boys had gone there to 
paddle on a concrete bed which joined an 
artificial waterfall, and at the other end of 
which was a deep hole, into which the water 
passed from the concrete bed before ente: ing 
the river. The two unfortunate youngsters 
by some means got off the edge of the con- 
crete and disappeared into the deep water, 
and theie bodies were not recovered until 
several hours afterwards. 

One little fellow of 74 years said that the 
deceased boy, Tom Travers, who was the only 
one with a bathing suit on, the others 
paddling with only their boots and stockings 
off, was sitting on the edge of the concrete 
bed, with his feet hanging over in the deep 
water, when his brother Ronald came up be- 
hind him and knocked against him. As he 
was disappearing Tom clasped the hand of 
his brother and dragged him over with him, 
and neither was again seen alive. 

According to the evidence, the other boys 
all ran home frightened and took no steps to 
summon anyone to the scene of the tragedy. 
It was not until some time afterwards that 
the facts of the occurrence became known. 
Then several people hurried to the spot, and 
a plumber named Philip Brown was diving 
into the river for nearly two hours before 
he was able to recover the bodies, which 
were quite close to each other. The danger 
of the river was so great, chiefly owing to 
the mud in the bed, that he was obliged to 
have a rope tied round his body before he 
entered the watér. 

The Coroner said that it seemed clear that 
it wag a case of accident The evidence was. 
however, @ little conflicting as to what 
actually happened. and whether there was 
any skylarking. It was not altogether clear. 

The witness, Brown, was commended by 
the Coroner for his heroic efforts in recover- 
ing the bodies. 


MAN’S 200 FEET FALL, 


When the Paddington to Hereford express 
was passing through Ledbury soon after eight 
o'clock on Thursday evening a Man, who is 
bélieved to have come from Norwood, Lon- 
don, fell from the train as it was passing 
over a viaduct into a meadow below, a dis- 
tance of two hundred feet, and was killed 
instantly. 

Alarm was given by his wife at Ashper- 
ton station. She had been for a walk in the 
corridor, and on returning to the compart- 
ment her husband was missing. The Ledbury 
police were informed. and on a search being 
made the body was found.

Staff-Sergeant 
Uglow had qualified to shoot in the King’s 
final to-day, while Lieutenant Medland was 
one of the marksmen who had to shoot off 
a “tie-up’’ at the tie-shoot last night. 
Accordingly neither of the competitors will be 
allowed to shoot for the Kmg’s Prize to-day. 

Staff-Serzeant Uglow won the King's 
bronze medal last year. He and Lieutenant 
Mediand shot for Devon in the counties 
championship match, and also won £3 in 
the Duke of Cambridge competition, and fired 
in the Gold Coast team in the Kolapore 
match.

There are fifteen British and from 
twenty to thirty Scandinavian missionaries 
in the town. 

The gospel village of Fu Yen-tsun, about 
thirty miles from Sianfu, is said to have 
been destroyed by Kuominchunh, several 
native Christians have been killed, and the 
scattered boys and girls are wandering 
homeless and destitute. 


GRAVE ANXIETY. 


MISSIONARY’S NARRATIVE. 
From THE Press ASSOCIATION 'S Spectra 
CORRESPONDENT. 

SHANGHAT, Friday. 

Considerable and increasing apprehension 's 
being felt in missionary circles here in regard 
to the position of foreigners at Sianfu, tHe 
capital of the Western Province of Shensi, 
which the forces of Marshal Wu Pei-Fu have 
been attempting to capture from the Kuomin- 
chun for over a fortnight past. 

In an interview with Renter’s Special 
Correspondent, a prominent missionary stated 
that after the defeat of the Kuominchun 
Second Army, in the Province of Honan last 
March, it retreated to Shensi, where the 
forces of Marshal Wu Pei-Fu followed it. 
Incessant fighting has been going on for the 
past four months. He had received letters 
written by British missionaries at Sianfu, in 
April last, stating that several mission 
building had been hit by shell fire, but no 
further news had been allowed to leak ott 
for three months, the city .being closeiy 
besieged. He feared that it was likely 
that some foreigners might have been hit by 
stray bullets in the rain of shot falling night 
and day on the city, while all were, 
undoubtedly, suffering severely from lack of 
fresh vegetables and other food-stoffs. 

He estimated that there were 15 British 
and 20 to 30 Scandinavians at present at 
Sianfu. i 

All the Chinese wounded were being taken 
to the Baptist hospital there; but he was of 
the opinion that the medical supplies must 
have given out by now. The Kuominchun 
had recently destroyed the so-called Gospel 
Village of Fu Yin-Tsun, 50 miles from Sianfu. 
the missionaries there—Messrs. Mudd and 
Young—narrowly escaping with their lives. 
The missionary dwellings, schools, and chapels 
were wrecked, and several native Christians 
were killed; while the schoolboys and school- 
girls were scattered, and were now wandering 
over the countryside, homeless and destitute. 
Many other surrounding towns and _ villages 
had been looted and wiped out, the whole 
countryside being reduced to a wilderness.

Justice Meredith in favour of the defend- 


ants in the case of the British Thomson- 
Houston Co., Ltd., v. Litton and Co., in 
which the plaintiffs, a London firm of 
manufacturers of a well-known type of 
electric lamps and filaments, sought an 
interlocutory: injunction pending the trial

EFPECT OF THE TREATY. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, giving judgment, raid 
that it was quite clear that letters patent 
under the seal of the British Patents Office 
could not now confer the privileges in ques- 
tion in respect of the territory of Saorstat 
Eireann. <A power to grant stich privileges 
would be inconsistent with the status of 
Saorstat Eireann under the Treaty and Con- 
stitution.

LETTERS PATENT. 

Havina referred to the contents and opera- 
tive part of the letters patent, his Lordship 
said— '' These letters patent. are in the nature 
of a grant of an exclusive licence or monopoly 
exercisable over a certain territory and- made 
by virtue of a certain jurisdiction. When 
Saorstat Eireann acquired a recognised status 
with which the grant of such a licence, so iar 
as affecting the territory of Saorstat Eireann.

The arguments, “his Lordsh?p continued, 
turned entirely on the effect of Article 73 of 
the Constitution, though Mr. Gavan Duofiv.

-If the Patent and Designs Act, 1907 and 
1919, were continued in whole or in part by 
Article 73, it was necessary to remember that 
these Acts, considered as Imperial Acts, weve 
affected ‘by the Irish Free State (Consequential 
Adaptation of Enactments) Order, 1923. This 
Order could not affect so much, if any, of 


those Acts as was continued under Article 73. 


The adaptations that affected the Acts as 
continued for Saorstat Eireann were those 
under the Adaptation Act No. 2 of 1922. 


‘ MOTION DISMISSED.

WORK OF LAST SESSION.

It presented’ an awkward dilemma. for that 
third of the Senate, mostly Republican, which 
has to face re-election this attumny The 
World Court; with reservations, was the 
official Republican substitute .for _member- 
ship of the League of Nations. It had 
almost caused a split in the Republican Party, 
and a strong Republican minority was pledged 
to fight it in the Senate, and afterwards in 
the country. ‘The World Court debate turned 
on the hesitations of the twenty-five Repub- 
lican Senators due for re-election. They 
were subjected to vigorous pressure, notably 


from ithe Ku Klux Bilan, to stand firm 


against adherence. ough: the Administra- 
tion favoured the -Court, it did so 
without enthusiasm—Mr. Coolidge admirably 
reflecting in his official. attitude the genera! 
lack of enthusiasm of the, Amérjtan people, 
who refused to regard the question as one of 
primary interest. Nevertheless, party dis- 
cipline and the drastic application of the 
closure brought the bulk of the Republican 
Senators into line with the Democrats, and 
adhesion was voted on January 27th. by 76 
votes to i” : i ' 

Miscellaneous legislation, largely in the 
spirit of Mr. Hoover, has had as its chief 
iten. a.-Commercial.

Divorces in France may in the future be- 
come easier as the result of the action of the 
Chamber in deciding, by a vote of nearly 
two to one, to consider a bill returned by the 
Senate proposing a reduction of the period 
of legal separation necessary for the granting 
of a divorce decree.

+-——-which is much easier to obtain than a 


divorce—automatically becomes a divorce if 
the couple are not reconciled at the end of 
three years.

In spite of vigorous opposition, it was de- 
cided by a vote of 345 to 199 to consider the 
new bill.

‘The 
time limit for the payment was May 26th, 
but the German claimants have waited until 
now, since the Polish Government has been 
passing through troubled times. Now, how- 
ever, the German Governmnet believed that 
Marshal Pilsudski has weathered Poland’s 
political storm, and is therefore, unwilling 
to wait any longer for the payment of the 
claims 
. The Note addressed to the Polish Govern- 
ment asks that negotiations be started at once 
to arrange .for the liquidation of Poland's 
obligations contracted when she accepted to 
submit the quarrel to the World Court. 
Official Germany is convinced that Poland will 
nbt disregard The Hague’s ruling, even if this 
ruling is not¢backed by military power. 
Germany sees the present situation:as a test 
of the World Court’s efficacy in international 
disputes.

NEW REGIME IN PORTUGAL. 
LISBON, July 12 (By Mail).

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOUR. 


DELEGATES WELCOMED AT 
QUEEN’S HALL. 

Delegates from thirty countries, including 
700 who came in a specially chartered liner 
from America, to the World’s Christian 
Endeavour Convention in London, attende1 
a welcome-meeting in Queen's Hall last 
night, which was addressed by the Archbishon 
ef Canterbury, Sir William Jovnson-tlicks, 
M.P., and the Rev. H. Elvet Lewis, Presi- 
dent of the National Free Church Council. 
Professor T. W. Chance presided. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury said that 
therc were real differences between the 
various groups of Christian people, but the 
differences were as nothing compared win 
those who owed their loyalty to Christ and 
those who repudiated that loyalty. There 
never was a time in the history of Christen- 
dom when it mattered more what the real 
character of their endeavour was—whether :t 
was an endeavour in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks apologised for 
unavoidable absence of the Prime 
Minister, and welcomed the delegates on the 
Premier's behalf and that of the Government. 
When all their world problems had been 
solved, he said, the age-long fight of God 
against the devil would continue. The four 
million members of the Christian Endeavour 
could revolutionise the world. (Applause. ) 

The Rev. H. Elvet Lewis said that the 
Lea of Nations would become a reality 
when it became the League of Christ. In 
the Christian Endeavour they already hsd 
such a league, which revealed the miracle of 
the love of God. It was the league which 
would one day make peace in the world. 
reconciling men God first, and then to 
one another.

WESTMINSTER, batgag 
The Governmegt’s Small Holdings Bill, 
which had been “introduced to restart the 
provision for small holdings, the older 
machinery under post-war conditions having 
more or less dropped into disuse, was 
vigorously attacked this afternoon by Mr. 
Lloyd George, who had his own ideas as to 
the proper steps to be taken to encourage 
peo fe once more to settle on the land. 

The second reading of the bill had been 
moved by Mr. Walter Guinness, Minister of 
Agriculture, who spoke of the importance of 
repopulating the rural areas and of finding 
a means of livelihood fér ex-Service men. 
There were numerous provisions in the mea- 
sure, but in effect they provided for the 
acquirement of land for small holdings by 
County Councils, and in ‘cases where they 
could not be purchased without loss the 
Exchequer HE éa sis to indemnify the 
councils up to 75 per cent. 

Mr. Noel Buxton, who was 
Agriculture in the Labour Ministry, 
rather merry at the idea of a Conservative 
Government waxing keen over small holdings. 
It was quite a new experience, but everybody 
knew that a converted poacher made the best 
gamekeeper. The Labour Party would give 
the bill a second reading, but he warned Mr. 
Guinness that they intended to propose some 
very drastic amendments in Committee. 

Mr. Lloyd George's criticisms of the bill 
were very drastic. The Government had 
visualised a very small part of the problem 
that had to be dealt with, The bill really 
was an insult, and would not advance small 
holdings by one single yard in the course of 
the next few years. This was not merely a 
rural, but a national affair, and dt ought to 
be treated as such, with a national organisa- 
tion working through local authorities. Small 
holdings would never be a success whilst the 
small holder was asked to pay three or four 
times more for the land than the farmer paid 
for it, The price took all the cream off the 
milk. Land should be acquired at an agri- 
cultural, and not at a monopoly, price. 

The second reading was agreed to without 
a division, and the House adjourned.

Searching questions were put at the Lon- 
don Bankruptcy Court yesterday during her 
public examination, to Miss Josephine 
O’Dare—the girl who once revealed her 
ambition to be the youngest owner of a 
Derby winner. The liabilities of Miss 
O’Dare, of 58 Park street, London, W., were 
given as £6,274, with an estimated surplus 
in assets of £7,801.

The 
roads are to be lined with trees—limes, moun- 
tain ash, beech, etc.—and gardens are being 
made shady and sequestered by the planting 
of silver birches, 800 of which have been pre- 
sented by the housing contractors. 

The residents are also actively supporting 
a movement to acquire Selsdon Wood as a 
bird sanctuary, and they hope, by continuing 
the practice of communal tree-planting, to 
encourage the songsters to migrate to the 
village. 

“ We feel that in the woodlands around the 
Croham Heights we have an irreplaceable 
asset,’ said Mr. J. W, K. Nichols, chairman 
of the Residents’ Association, in an interview. 
“If the expansion of London were controlled

More trees are to be planted 
this autumn, afd we feel that, when the new 
village becomes ' weathered,’ it will be in keep- 
ing with the natural beauties of the lower 
Downlands.’’

TUBERCULOSIS. 
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PRINCE’S APPEAL FOR 
HELP, 


- 


~The Prince of Wales made an earnest ap- 
peal on behalf of the National Association for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis at a banquet 
at the Mansion House, London, last night. 
The function was held in connection With the 
special appeal which is being made by the 
Association for the raising of £100,000 needed 
in the main for education purposes. e 
Prince, who is President of the Association, 
presided over a distinguished company, which 
included a number of representatives of the 
Dominions and Foreign Powers. 

PRINCE’S SPEECH. 

Replying to the toast of ' The Royal 
Family,” the Prince said :—I thank yeu for 
the cordial way in which you have responded 
to the last toast, that of the Royal Fámily, 
and can assure you that the members of my 
family aré deeply interested in the work of 
the Assdciation, of which I have the honour 
to be President. Tuberculasis. is one of the 
penalties of our civilisation. Savage men and 
wild animals hardly know it, but the disease 
has accompanied civilisation from the earliest 
time, and affects all classes, rich and poor 
alike. It has been introduced into our social 
life, and surely what has been introduced can 
be removed, 

Fifty years ago we did not know its net 
but now, thanks to the devoted, labours ó 
scientific and social investigators, we have 
our eyes opened, not only to the cause, but 
also to the conditions which allow that cause 
to act.. Those conditions and the. cause itse! 
can be rendered ineffective; in other words, 
we know’ now that tuberculosis . is 
preventable. That being so; the question 
of King Edward, founder and first President 
of the Association, assumes the first import- 
ance—a simple question—‘‘If preventable, 
why not prevented?’’ 

A FALLING DEATH RATE. 
Since the Asseciation was founded much 


glance: at its records in your hands will re- 
veal, It is a remarkable and reassuring fact 
that during the lifetime of the Association 
the death rate from tuberculosis in England 
and Scotland has fallen approximately 50 per 
cent., and the part played both nationally and 
internationally towards ‘this gratifying result 
is well illustrated in the pages of that record, 
and is, I think, worthy of the highest praise, 
Every man, woman and child could do some- 
thing against the common foe if they only 
knew how, and, confident of the ultimate 
victory of an educated nation, the Associa- 
tion’s determined purpose is to develop a 
plan for intensive popular education on the 
causes and prevention of the disease. But 
even with victory in prospect, the struggle 
continue for many years, bearing

Further, we cannot forget that tuberculosis 


is often a prolonged illness, putting an almost 
intolerable ‘strain upon the energies and re- 
sources of the individual and the household, 
and, in order to meet the attendant difficulties 
with any hope of success, care must be con- 
tinuous throughout the whole period— 
often for years. The only way to 
attain this necessary uninterrupted care for 
a large part of the population is 
by the establishment of effective Care Com- 
mittees, which, acting in relation with medical 
officers, would be in a position to consider 
needs. and lighten burdens as no existing 
agency can. All these elements in the pro- 
gramme of the Association for its renewed 
campaign require money—a lot of money— 
and the Association feel that this 1s an op- 
portune moment in which to appeal to the 
thought and generosity of voluntary givers.

THE STRANDING OF 
LINER, 

The judgment of the Board of Trade in- 
quiry concerning the stranding of the Orient 
liner Otranto at Cape Grosso on Mey 11th 
last stated that the accident was. due to a 
northerly current which sent the vessel on the 
recks. Having regard to the weather condi- 
tions, the master committed errors of judz- 
ment in failing to make allowance for the 
current and not reducing speed earlier than 
contemplated. 

The Court noted with satisfaction the testi- 
mony of passengers to the skill with which 
the master handled the vessel immediateiy 
after the accident, and the excellent discipline 
displayed by all.

STRONG POSITION OF U.S. OIL 


INDUSTRY, 

“The automobile industry in the United 
States continued to operate in May at practi- 
cally the same high levels which obtained in 
March and April,” states the “ Guaranty 
Survey,” the monthly publication of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. 
*‘ Output of passenger cars and trucks in the 
United States and Canada reached a total of 
446,200 vehicles, as against 455,900 in April 
and 430,200 in May, 1925. 

The announcement of this figure caused 
some surprise, since preliminary estimates 
had led to the general expectation that there 
would be considerable curtailment during the 
month. Production in the first five months 
of the year totalled 2,043,600 vehicles. or 14 
per cent. more than in the corresponding 
period last year. 

‘Operations in June have been affected 
by the closing of plants for the taking of 
inventories and preparations for the manu- 
facture of new models. Despite these 
seasonal factors, which will probably be re- 
flected in a material decrease in output, the 
total for the half-year will undoubtedly far 
surpass all previous ‘ records’ for the season. 

“The outlook is still uncertain. Reports 
and rumours, both of advances and reduc- 
tions, have failed to provide any sure indica- 
tion as to the future trend. The most im- 
portant development during June was the 
announcement of generous price ‘cuts’ by 
the leading producer of small cars. Prices 
on certain models of the same car had pre- 
viously been reduced as recently as last 
February.”’ ; 

Referring to the petroleum industrv, the 
“Burvey” considers that it enters the 
summer season in an exceptionally strong 
position. ''Crude oil production,” it states, 
‘‘has been much smaller than last vear, 
while the consumption of refined products 
has reached new high levels. Gasoline con- 
sumption and exports in April, amounting to 
1,016,000,000 gallons, have never been 
equalled, except at the seasonal peak of de- 
mand last summer. Total consumption in 
the first four months of the year was more 
than 16 per cent. larger than a year earlier. 

“Although production and imports of 
gasoline in April were also at record-break- 
ing levels, surplus siocks declined during 
the month by more than 9,000,000 gallons. 
Stocks remaining on April 30 were estimated 
to represent 64 days’ supply at the April rate 
of consumption, as compared with 61 days’ 
supply at the end of April, 1925. 

‘The improved statistical position of the 


industry has been reflected in the trend of 


prices. While crude oil values have been 
consistently higher than last year, prices of 
the leading refinery products have been lower 
during the greater part of the season. Re 
peated advances in quotations in the course 
of the last two months have carried prices 
of nearly all refined products above those 
prevailing a year ago.” 
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THE UNITED STATES LINES, 
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With reference to reports that the United 
States Lines were being offered for sale. the 
United States Lines have issued a bulletin 
to agents, in which they state:—‘ Agents 
travellers, and shippers may rest assured that 
the policy ensuring continuous maintenance 
of the service in every particular has under- 
gone no change, and will be followed con- 
sistently.’’

A POPULAR POLICE 
OFFICER. 


DEATH OF SUPERINTENDIN 
WINTERS. 

Superintendent John Winters, one of the 
best known officers of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Division, Civic Guard, died yesterday 
morning at his residence, Bleak House, Clon- 
tarf. Shortly after his promotion, in April 
last, he contracted a chill, but remained on 
duty until pneumonia developed. He re- 
covered from the attack, but his heart be- 
came affected, and this caused his death, at 
the age of 54 years. He is survived by his 
widow and two sons. 

Always full of life and vigour, the late 
Superintvendent Winters took a keen interest 
in police sport 
activities, and last 
year acted as coach 
for the  interna- 
tional tug-of-war 
team from his 
Division. Superin- 
tendent Winters, 
who was a native 
of Banbridge, 
joined the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police 
at the age of 19 
years, and -did most 
of his service in 
the “B” Division. 
As a recruit, he 
came under the in- 
struction of the 
well-known Inspec- 
tor Booth, who 
trained the famous D.M.P. combination that 
revolutionised the tug-of-war, and made it a 
game of brain as well as of brawn and 
muscle. In 1895 Superintendent Winters 
pulled with the invincible team from Kevin 
street, along with such giants as Woulfe, 
Heffernan and Ashe. 

In 1920 he-was promoted to the rank of 
Inspector, and placed in charge of the police 
traffic department, which, it may be said, he 
created in its present form. For the pur- 
pose of studying modern methods of traffic 
regulation, he visited several Continental 
countries, and spent many months doing 
actual traffic duty with the police in various 
cities in England. He was a traffic expert, 
who did good work in Dublin, where before 
his appointment but little attention had been 
paid to that side of police duty. Last year 
Superintendent Winters found time to take 
in hand and train a new Dublin Police tug- 
of-war team, whose performances added 
lustre to the athletic traditions of. the force. 
In the course of the year the team won, in 
Ireland and acros: the Channel, four 
challenge cups, a challenge shield, and sixty- 
gold medals. He also was manager of the 
last athletic sports of the D.M.P., as such, at 
Lansdowne road. 

Superintendent Winters was one of the 
most popular men in Dublin. Splendidly 
built, he stood six feet two inches, weighed 
seventeen stone, and carried himself like a 
trained athlete of half his years. He was a 
first favourite with all classes of the citizens, 
who regarded him as a fine example of the 
old efficient and courteous “wublin Police 
officer. He was equally popular with his 
comrades of the Civic Guard, but most of all 
with the younger men, to whom he was 
always considerate and helpful. To-day they 
“ig his death with a sense of personal 
Oss.
